It contains the names of some of the best-known deceased 
American artists who either are not at all or are not adequately 
represented in the Museum collections. It is believed that the 
Museum should have in its galleries at least one or two dis- 
tinctly characteristic pictures of those artists who represent 
historically the development of American painting. There are 
included in the list those artists who are now represented, it 
may be, by several pictures, but of whom the Museum would 
be glad to have one or more works which may be distinctly 
classed as masterpieces. 

To illustrate, the Museum possesses a number of pictures 
by John Frederick Kensett, but not a single one that represents 
his best work. What the Museum desires is quality rather than 
quantity. This list is tentative and not inclusive. The more 
important names are indicated with an asterisk.

With regard to the Museum's power to receive and hold 
property, Section j of the Charter was amended on March 4th, 
1898, to read as follows: " Said corporation may take and hold 
by gift, devise, bequest, purchase, or lease, either absolutely 
or in trust, for any purpose comprised in the objects of the 
corpbration, any real or personal property necessary or proper 
for the purposes of its incorporation." 
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
